S. Cowles is entirely remit- 
ted by an order of the navy depart- 
ment.

Robnett's sentence is mitigated to the 
loss of but two numbers,- instead of 
live, as' recommended by 'the court 
martial.

ment held the sentence'of the court 
too severe.

The reason that Robnetb' did not 


escape entirely without loss of num- 
bers was chiefly because of his tele- 
phone conversation with Cowles fol- 
lowing the episode at the navy ynrd 
hop Dec. -11. 


It was made known that the navy 


department found much provocation 
for the assault on Cowles by Auld at 
the hop and furthermore that the de- 
partment believed lie grappled with 
Cowles after Ihe beginning of 
the 


quarrel and did not strike from be- 
hind, as Cowles contended. 


The motives that Insplrsd Auld In 


defending Miss Hosier and In wish- 
ing to carry out what he thought was 
the desire of the h6p committee arr- 
nlso directly referred to as commend- 
able by Beekman Wlnthrop, assist- 
ant secretary of the navy. 


Here IB what the navy department 


'has ;to say of each case. 


"The conduct and actions of Pay- 


master Auld as shown by the evidence 
Introduced before the court, are de- 
serving of severe censure. 


"The complaining witness, whether 


or not objectionable to certain mem- 
bers of the committee, wan an Invited 
guest, and while In the yard should 
rtavc been treated with proper-courtesy 
as such.

ished his love and respect for the brother from whom lie differed. 
In the hour of a triumph that would have turned any weaker man's 
bead, In the heat of n struggle which spurred many a good man to 
dreadful vlndictiveness, he said truthfully that so long as bo had 
been in his ofllce he had never willingly planted a thorn in any man's 
bosom, and besought his supporters to study the Incidents of the 
trial through which they were passing as philosophy from which to 
learn wisdom and not as wrongs to be avenged, ending with the sol- 
elm exhortation that, as the strife was over, all should reunite in a 
common effort to save their common country. 


He lived in .days that were great and'terrible, when brother 


fought against brother for what each sincerely deemed to be the 
right. 
In a contest so grim the strong men who alone can carry it 


through are rarely able to do justice to the deep convictions of those 
with whom they grapple In moral strife. 
At such times men see 


through a glass darkly; to only the rarest and loftiest spirits.is vouch- 
safed that clear vision which gradually comes-to,all, even to .the . 
lesser, as the Struggle fades into distance, and woun'ds""are forgotten, 
and peace creeps back to the-hearts.that were hurt. ,But.to.Lincoln 
was given this supreme vision.

Weakness was as foreign as wickedness'to'his strong, 
gentle nature; but his'courage was of a quality so high that it need- 
ed no bolstering of dark passions. He. saw clearly-that the same • 
high qualities,' the same courage, and willingness -for .sacrifice, and • 
devotion to the right as it was given them to see the right, belonged 
both to the men of the North and to the men of the South. As the 
years roll by, and as all of us, wherever we dwell, grow to feel an 
equal pride in the valor and self-devotion, alike of the men who 
wore the blue and the men who wore the gray, so this whole nation 


will grow to feel a peculiar sense of pride in the mightiest of the 
mighty men who mastered the mighty'days; the lover of his coun- 
try and of all mankind; the man whose blood was shed for the un- 


ion of his people and for the freedom of a race—Abraham Lincoln.
